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' Hon. William S. Hall, justice of the 
peace, 
former 
trustee 
and' Kush 
county’s Representativ e in the .State 
liegislaturo, and father of the consoli­ 
dated school system in Indiana, died 
at his home in Washington township 
at 8 o’clock this morning of a com­ 
plication of diseases, at the age of 91 
years. 
Ho had boen ill for ov er four 
months and displayed wonderful v i­ 
tality. 
William S. Hall was a nativ e of 
Butler county, Ohio, and was born on 
the present site of the city ¡of Hamilton 
on March 8th, 1814. 
His lineage is ac­ 
curately traced back to 1720, when 
Tobias Hall, a nativ e of England im ­ 
migrated to the eastern shores of Am­ 
erica, probably settling in what is 
now New Jersey. 
The next in line 
is Joseph Hall, the youngest son of 
Tobias Hall, who was a soldier in the 
Rev olutionary war. 
In 179 0, hemov ed 
to Butler county, Ohio, and his son, 
Thomas Hall, was the father of Sq uire 
W. S. Hall. Thomas 'H all serv ed as a 
v olunteer in the War of 1812, and in 
1818 remov ed to Fayette county, Indi­ 
ana. 
Indians were plentiful then who 
annoyed Mr. Hail by killing his stock. 
The Halls were like many other pio­ 
neers seeking homes in the wilderness, 
without money. 
They were comjwlhxi 
to rough it. 
William S. Hall was the oldest of a 
family of nine children and during 
his boyhood and youth attended hut 
♦ew terms of school, av eraging two 
months to the term, 
tip to the age of 
sev enteen, his health had been poor, 
and ho resolv ed to learn a trade 
He 
went to Cincinnati and engaged with 
his uncle, Joseph Hall, as an apnren- 
tice to learn the trade of 
cabinet 
maker. 
In March. 1835, he completed 
his apprenticeship and worked with 
his uncle until the following Decem­ 
ber, when he remov ed to Rush county, 
locating w here he liv ed iu Washington 
township and engaged at his trade. 
In F ohruay. 1839 , he 
was eleeted 
justice of the i>eaoe for Washington 
township, and serv ed until 1817. 
In 
July of that year he was nominated 
as a candidate for representativ e in 
the State legislature on the Democratic 
ticket, hut 
on account of a large 
Whig majority, was defeated. 
Iu 1858 
he was elected trustee of Washington 
township, and held the office until 
1862, when he resigned the office and 
accepted the nomination as represen­ 
tativ e to the State legislature. 
He 
was elected by a good majority and 
serv ed duriug tho exciting session of 
1883.

A despatch from Noblesv iile, dated 
May 18th, says: Dr. J. B. Pettijohn, 
fifty sev en years old, was found dead 
in his office this morning.

knife which lie had borrowed from a 
friend sev eral days ago. 
He w*as clad 
only in'his night clothe« . ” The floor 
and walls were smeared with blood. 
He hail ev idently paced the floor after 
cutting his throat and fell unconscious 
from the loss of blood. 
Dr. Pettijohn has been 
desjKiudent 
for two weeks, as the 'result of poor 
health, a nd it is thought tliia pro mpted 
him 
to take 
his 
life. 
He was a 
brother of Dr. Beecher Pettijohn, a 
physician of Indianapolis. 
He pos­ 
sessed literary' talent a nd was known 
throughout the State as a w riter of 
fiction

Chicago, 
May 
20.—Johann 
Hoch. 
who by his own confession is sev eral 
times a bigamist, and who is charged 
by the pclice with hav ing married at 
least forty women in the past fifteen 
years, was found guilty of murder and 
the death sentence recommended, by 
a jury in Judge Kersten’s court. The 
crime for which Hoch will be led to 
the gallows was the murder of his 
last known wife, Mrs. Marie Welcker- 
Hoch. Hoch had been q uarried to this 
woman but a few days when she be­ 
came suddenly ill and dted. 
He then 
formed an alliance with the sister of 
the dead woman, Mrs. Fischer, and, 
securing the latter’s money, fled from 
Chicago. This woman, in q uest of re­ 
v enge. notified the police that Hoch 
had fiolsoned her sister and a search 
for Hoch was begun. 
He was fottnd 
two weeks later In New York and 
brought back to Chicago and confront­ 
ed by sev eral of his supposed wiv es, j 
During the trial expert testimony was 
offered by the state that Hoch had 
poisoned the woman by administering 
arsenic. 
The v erdict was one of the q uickest 
on record in Cook county, the jury hav 
ing reached a decision in less than 
half an hour. 
Three ballots were 
taken. The first ballot was unanimous 
as to Hoch’s guilt and then a ballot 
followed as to the punishment to be 
inflicted. 
This Da Hot showed ten In 
fav or of the death penalty and two for 
life imprisonment. 
A third ballot re­ 
sulted in the twelv e jurymen v oting 
for the death penalty. 
“Well. I guess it’s all off with John,” 
groaned Hoch as the v erdict was read 
in court, but it was plain he was great­ 
ly aftocted. He had sat in a stooping 
position, but w’hen the dreaded word 
“death” was reached he turned pale, 
stared hopelessly at the jurors and 
then sank limp in his chair. 
Hoch’s attorneys will ask for a new 
trial, although the condemned man. 
after reaching his cell, declared he was 
ready to d i e and would be better sat­ 
isfied if they did not make the effort, 
“I wish they would hang me to­ 
night, now that 
1 hav e been found 
guilty.” declared Hoch. 
“I am not 
afraid to die and the sooner it is ov er 
with the better.”

Hartford City, Huntington, Bluff ton, 
Montpelier ami Upland, and has toll- 
line connections with a great many 
rural « companies in the four counties 
in which those cities are situated.

company.

greatly has tbe’action of its manages

the control of the United company 
now* in its hands, the Central Union 
W’ill hold ¡¡¡ail absolute monopoly of 
the tolephon« * situation iu the coun- 
tiee of Grant, Wells, Blackford and 
Huntington. 
At Marion the two ex- 
« iianges will be consolhlated, so that 
customers of both companies may be 
serv ed by the Central Union exchange. 
George W. Beers, the pioneer bnildcr 
of independent telephone 
plants in 
Ft. Wayne, Mancie, Anderson, Kl- 
wtiod and other gas belt towns said 
of the transaction : 
“ The United Telephone com pan v has 
been v ery prosperous, and has ranked 
jis one of the best of the in« lcj» etident 
lines. 
It was no doubt bought by the 
Bell interests for the purpose of wreck­ 
ing it and holding it up as a horrible 
example of a n independent telephone 
failure.
